Lewis  & Clark  Grant  Update

Last  Spring  the  Community  Forestry  Program  announced  the  availability  of  grants  for 
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The  Community  Forester 

Fourth  Annual  Tree  Climbing 
Workshop  & Championship 

The  fourth  Annual  Montana  Tree  Climbing  Workshop  and  Championship 
(MTCC)  was  held  May  4 and  5 at  Cooper  Park  in  Bozeman.  The  workshop  committee 
included  these  esteemed  arborists:  Jon-Paul  Paulsen,  1997-98  Montana  State  Tree 
Climbing  Champion  and  1999  Rocky  Mountain  Tree  Climbing  Champion;  Rob  Dillon, 
1999-2000  Montana  State  Tree  Climbing  Champion;  and  Dan  Rogers  2001  MTCC 
Organizing  Committee  Chair,  Missoula  City  Forester  and  Rocky  Mountain  Chapter 
Secretary/Treasurer. 

The  workshop  showcased  the  newest  equipment  and  techniques  in  the  tree 
climbing  industry  to  13  arborists  from  around  the  state.  Many  of  the  participating 
arborists  then  stayed  on  the  second  day  and  competed  in  the  4th  Annual  Montana  State 
Tree  Climbing  Championship. 

The  tree  climbing  competition  included 
statewide  arborists  that  competed  in  five  events 
consisting  of  the  Secured  Foot  Lock,  Belayed 
Speed  Climb,  Aerial  Rescue,  Work  Climb  and 
Throw  Line  Competition.  The  top  four 
combined  finishers  were  invited  to  compete  in  a 
Masters  Challenge  event  to  declare  an  overall 
winner  and  Montana  State  Champion.  This 
event  involves  important  aspects  from  all  five  single  events  and  rather  than 
being  timed  solely,  it  is  judged  on  poise,  safety,  innovation  and  creativity. 

Jon-Paul  Paulsen  was  combined  event  winner  and  had  first  pick  of  the 
Masters  Challenge  order.  Roger  Evans  placed  second  and  Larry  McGinnis  took 
third  place.  Paulsen  elected  to  go  second  in  the  Masters  Challenge  and  scored 
early  with  a high  first  throw.  This  allowed  him  to  set  the  highest  mark  and 
allow  the  other  competitors  to  catch  him.  Evans  and  McGinnis  worked 
feverishly  to  set  climb  lines  but  could  not  score  enough  points  to  catch  Paulsen. 

This  allowed  Jon-Paul  Paulsen  to  become  the  2001  Montana  State  Tree 
Climbing  Champion.  Vince  Galli  took  second  place  and  Larry  McGinnis  took 
third  place. 

Jon-Paul  Paulsen's  overall  title  allowed  him  to  compete  in  the  four-state 
regional  competition  in  Denver,  Colorado'on  June  9.  Unfortunately,  Paulsen  was  unable  to  attend  the  event  and  Vince 
Galli  went  in  his  place. 

The  cooperating  agencies  for  the  2001  Montana  Tree  Climbing  Championship  were  comprised  of  the  City  of 
Bozeman-Forestry  Division,  State  of  Montana-Department  of  Natural  Resource  and  Conservation,  Community 
Forestry  Program  and  the  ISA-Rocky  Mountain  Chapter.  These  organizations  played  an  integral  part  in  the  success  of 
the  program  and  have  begun  work  on  developing  next  year's  event. 

There  was  also  fantastic  support  that  made  for  a successful  event  from  many  Bozeman  businesses  in  addition 
to  state,  regional  and  national  businesses  dealing  in  arborist  equipment  and  supplies.

Tree  City  Targets  National  Forests 

Montana’s  Lewis  & Clark  NF — Among  First  for  New  Program 

The  National  Arbor  Day  Foundation  and  the  USDA  Forest  Service  are  launching  a new  national  program  to 
increase  the  number  of  Tree  City  USA's  in  and  around  National  Forests.  The  goal  of  the  program  is  to  establish  Tree 
City  USA  designation  for  communities  where  Forest  Service  Ranger  Districts,  field  stations,  and  other  offices  are 
located.  Only  four  national  forests  in  the  nation  are  participating  in  the  program,  and  one  of  them  is  the  Lewis  & 
Clark  National  Forest  in  Montana.  The  National  Arbor  Day  Foundation  is  leading  this  new  campaign,  titled  "Tree

By  all  reports  the  Arbor  Day  Grants  were  a great  success 
this  spring.  Thirty-two  communities  received  grants.  The 
celebrations  ranged  from  large  to  small  and  everyone 
seemed  to  have  a great  time. 

The  Growing  Friends  of  Helena  group  continued  planting  a 
lot  of  trees  this  spring,  37  in  all,  22  trees  were  planted  on 
May  19  and  15  more  in  June.  Plus,  a large  number  of  trees 
were  planted  through  grants  that  were  awarded  by  Growing 
Friends. 

“A  Celebration  of  Montana’s  Forests”  was  the  theme  for 
Community  Night  at  Missoula’s  Target  Range  School. 

This  was  just  one  highlight  of  a full  week  of  special  forest 
related  activities  at  the  school.  The  evening  adventure 
focused  on  natural  resources  with  topics  on  timber,  wild 
fire,  community  forestry  and  fire  safe  homes.  The 
celebration  included  a great  chili  feed  put  on  by  the 
students.  Two  hundred  students  and  parents  participated  in 
the  displays  and  games.  Missoula  Parks  Department 
planted  a tree  with  the  students  on  Arbor  Day. 

Pruning  and  planting  workshops  were  conducted  this 
spring  and  summer  at  Anaconda,  Butte,  Havre,  Libby  and 
at  the  University  of  Montana. 

Dave  Wilson,  Director  of  Havre  Parks  and  Recreation 
along  with  Randy  Graves,  Hometown  Tree  Coordinator  of 
Gary  and  Leo’s  Fresh  Foods  and  Keith  Johnson  of  Coca- 
Cola  Bottling  have  a unique  way  of  celebrating  a month 
long  Arbor  Day  through  their  tree  program  called  Home 
Town  Trees.  Over  450  children  received  seedlings  and 
several  classroom  visits  to  educate  the  children  about  trees.

representatives,  Jane  Thom  from  the  City 
and  others  celebrated  Arbor  Day  and 
Libby’s  selection  as  a Tree  City  USA. 

They  planted  12  maple  and  ash  trees  along 
the  east  end  of  Lincoln  Boulevard  where 
some  large  spruce  had  been  removed. 

Also,  in  attendance  was  an  elderly  lady 
whose  father  years  ago  had  grown  the 
original  spruce  trees  planted  in  this  area 
from  seed. 

Woody  Casey’s  maintenance  crew  at 
Warm  Springs  has  planted  thirty-eight  new 
bare  root  trees  on  the  hospital  grounds  in 
an  effort  to  replace  many  of  their  old  cottonwoods  that  are  in 
rapid  decline.  Their  planting  mix  included  American  Elm, 
cottonwood,  burr  oak  and  green  ash.

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Trees  Need  Water  Too

During  periods  of  especially 
hot  and  dry  weather,  make  sure  smaller 
trees  in  the  home  landscape  get 
adequate  moisture  by  deep-watering. 
Plants  weakened  by  lack  of  water  are 
more  susceptible  to  insect  attack  and 
disease.  Deep-watering  trees  is  simply 
a matter  of  watering  them  for  longer 
periods  during  the  summer  than  at 
other  times  of  the  year.  Trees  and 
shrubs  in  their  first  growing  season 
usually  need  this  type  of  irrigation 
more  than  most  other  plants.  Less 
deep-watering  is  needed  for  shallow- 
rooted  plants. 

Water  travels  downward 
through  the  soil,  not  outward.  To  keep 
the  water  directly  over  the  plant  roots  it 
sometimes  helps  to  build  watering 
basins  around  the  trunk  of  a tree. 

Check  to  see  how  moist  the  soil  is 
below  the  surface  by  digging  down 
with  a shovel  about  a foot  and  a half. 
Moist  soil  at  that  level  means  the  roots 
have  sufficient  moisture  for  vigorous 
growth. 

Where 

Lay  out  water  hoses  or  applicators  out 
to  the  tree  crown  edge  (drip-line).  Try 
to  water  the  soil  areas  directly  beneath 
the  foliage  and  shaded  by  the  tree.  Do 
not  water  beyond  the  drip-line  and  do 
not  water  closer  than  3 feet  to  the  trunk 
base  on  established  trees.  Be  sure  the 
water  soaks  in  well.  Use  mulch  and 
slow  application  rates  on  slopes,  heavy 
soils  (clays),  and  compacted  soils  to 
assure  water  is  soaking  in  and  not 
running  off.  If  the  tree  is  surrounded 
with  other  landscape  plants,  or  by  turf, 
deep  soaking  water  applications  will 
benefit  all.  Do  not  spray  tree  foliage 
when  applying  water.  Water  droplets 
on  tree  leaves  can  lead  to  pest 
problems  and  destruction  of  leaf  tissue 
through  sun  damage.  Try  not  to  wet  the 
trunk  if  possible. 

Young,  newly  planted  trees 
need  additional  watering  care.  Water 
does  not  move  sideways  in  a soil.  You 


I must  apply  water  directly  over  where 
you  need  water  in  a soil.  For  new  trees, 
concentrate  water  over  the  root  ball,  as 
well  as  the  planting  area,  to  assure 
survival. 

Older,  large  trees  can  be 
extensively  watered  over  the  entire  area 
under  their  foliage.  Another  method  in 
watering  large  trees  is  to  select  roughly 
1/3  of  the  area  within  the  drip-line  for 
concentrated  water  applications.  The 
whole  area  below  the  foliage  can  be 
watered  occasionally. 

When 

The  best  time  to  water  is  at  night  from 
1 0 pm  to  8 am.  Trees  relieve  water 
deficits  (refill)  over  the  night-time 
hours.  Watering  at  night  allows 
effective  use  of  applied  water  and  less 
evaporative  loss,  assuring  more  water 
moves  into  the  soil  and  tree. 

The  next  best  time  to  water  is 
when  foliage  is  dry  and  evaporation 
potential  is  not  at  its  daily  peak.  This 
watering  period  is  late  afternoons.  Be 
sure  to  allow  applied  water  to  dry  off  of 
foliage  surfaces  before  the  evening  dew 
appears.  This  dry  gap  between  watering 
and  atmospheric  condensation  helps 
minimize  pests  which  require  longer 
wetting  periods.  This  is  especially 
critical  where  turf  surrounds  a tree. 

Fall  Watering 

Reduce  watering  by  early  September 
and  gradually  reduce  to  zero.  This 
allows  trees  time  to  slow  their  growth 
and  harden-off  tender  new  growth  prior 
to  early  hard  frosts.  After  leaf  drop  and 
before  the  ground  freezes,  provide  a 
slow  soaking.  This  will  help  provide 
soil  moisture  for  the  tree  during  the 
winter. 

Because  trees  lose  water  from 
day  to  day,  month  to  month,  and  season 
to  season  - dormant  season  watering 
during  winter  drought  is  important, 
especially  for  evergreen  trees.  Because 
of  temperature  and  relative  humidity 
interactions,  much  less  water  is 
required  in  the  dormant  season,  but 
water  is  still  needed. 


For  every  18°F  increase  in 
temperature,  the  amount  of  water  lost  by 
a tree  and  the  site  around  it  almost 
doubles.  This  feature  of  water  loss  must 
be  factored  into  applying  supplemental 
water  to  a tree.  Trees  surrounded  by 
pavement  and  other  hot,  hard  surfaces 
can  be  20-30°F  warmer  than  a tree  in  a 
protected,  landscaped  backyard.  Water 
use  rapidly  climbs  with  increasing 
temperatures,  and  so  should  water 
application  volumes. 

How  Much 

Depending  upon  soil  texture,  bulk 
density,  daily  temperatures  and  rainfall 
amounts,  1-3  inches  of  water  per  week 
should  keep  a tree  healthy.  Trees  in 
limited  rooting  areas,  in  containers  or 
pots  or  on  major  slopes  need  additional 
care  to  assure  water  is  reaching  the  root 
system  in  adequate  amounts  and  not 
suffocating  roots  from  lack  of  drainage. 
Five  gallons  per  square  yard  is  about  1 
inch  of  water.  Fine  soils  (clays)  require 
careful  attention  to  prevent  over- 
watering and  root  death.  Sandy  soils 
can  be  severely  droughty  because  water 
runs  out  of  the  rooting  zone  quickly. 
There  are  some  water  holding 
compounds  that  are  commercially 
available  for  keeping  water  near  roots. 

In  addition,  composted  organic  material 
additions  and  organic  mulch  covers  on 
the  soil  surface  can  help  hold  and 
prevent  rapid  loss  of  applied  water. 

How  Often 

Trees  should  be  watered  once  or  twice  a 
week  in  the  growing  season  if  there  is 
no  rainfall  in  that  particular  week.  A 
few  heavy  (high  volume)  waterings  are 
much  better  than  many  light,  shallow 
waterings.  A greater  proportion  of  the 
applied  water  is  utilized  by  the  tree  with 
heavy  watering.  Also,  fight  waterings 
encourage  shallow  rooting  which  can 
lead  to  more  severe  drought  damage. 
Once  you  begin  watering  you  should 


continue  to  water  until  rain  comes.

ISA  CERTIFICATION 
EXAM  OFFERED 

The  International  Society  of  Arboriculture  (ISA)  Certification  Exam  will 
be  offered  October  26th  at  the  Billings  Community  Center,  360  North  23rd 
Street,  Billings,  Montana.  ISA  Certified  Arborist  recognition  is  given  by 
the  ISA  to  those  who  meet  the  eligibility  requirements  and  successfully 
complete  the  examination. 

The  objective  of  the  certification  program  are: 

• To  be  an  educational  program  that  will  improve  technical 
competency  of  the  personnel  in  the  tree  care  industry. 

• To  create  incentives  for  these  individuals  to  continue  their 
professional  development. 

• To  provide  the  public  and  those  in  government  with  a 
means  to  identify  those  professionals  who  have 
demonstrated,  through  a professionally  developed  exam  and 
education  program,  that  they  have  a thorough  knowledge  of 
tree  care  practices. 

To  register  for  the  Certified  Arborist  test  send  a application  form  to  the 
ISA  at  PO  Box  3129,  Champaign,  IL  61826-3129.  (phone  888-ISA- 
TREE) 

Certified  Arborist  Exam  Applications  With  Payment,  Must  be 
Received  No  Later  Than  12  Working  Days  Prior  To  The  Exam.  Cost 
for  the  exam  is  $225.00  ($125.00  for  those  with  ISA  and  Chapter 
membership). 

It  is  recommended  that  all  applicants  use  the  Arborist 
Certification  Study  Guide  that  can  be  purchased  from  the  ISA  Office.  The 
Study  Guide  is  $60  for  ISA  members  and  $90  for  non-members.  The 
Study  Guide  should  NOT  be  considered  the  sole  source  of  information  for 
the  certification  examination.  Each  chapter  in  the  study  guide  also  lists 
additional  references  which  should  be  considered  for  review,  such  as: 
Richard  Harris’,  Arboriculture;  Integrated  Management  of  Landscape 
Trees;  P.P.  Pirone,  Tree  Maintenance;  Alex  Shigo,  New  Tree  Biology;  and 
the  ANSI  Z 133.1  Safety  Standard  for  Tree  Care  Operations.

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Rocky  Mountain  Juniper 

Juniperus  Scopulorum 

The  Rocky  Mountain  Juniper  was 
first  discovered  by  Lewis  and  Clark  in  1804. 
Its  range  extends  from  central  British 
Columbia  throughout  the  Rocky  Mountains. 

In  Montana,  it  grows  from  the  lowest 
elevations  to  around  7,500  feet . The  Rocky 
Mountain  Juniper  may  be  a sprawling  shrub 
only  a few  feet  tall,  or  in  more  sheltered 
canyons  in  Montana  it  reaches  15  to  20  feet 
and  is  often  seen  growing  from  a rocky  point 
or  ridge  where  most  other  trees  will  not 
grow. 

The  Rocky  Mountain  Juniper  is 
valued  in  Montana  as  a shelterbelt  tree 
because  its  year  round  thick  foliage  acts  as  an 
excellent  wind  break.  The  thick  foliage,  and 
the  fact  that  it  is  also  a prolific  seeder,  results 
in  the  Rocky  Mountain  Juniper  providing 
excellent  bird  and  small  animal  habitat.  With 
powdery  blue-green  leaves  and  attractive 
berry-like  cones,  this  widespread  native  can 
be  pruned  drastically  into  a variety  of  shapes, 
making  it  a popular  ornamental  tree.
